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The Pussage of the Suflrage Bill by the

Nenate.
In the Senate, yesterday, the debate on the
District of Columbla Sufirage bill was con-
tinued. The amendment allowing women to
vote having been defeated, Mr. Dixon's
amendment, to ingert as a qualification that
no one wio has not heretofore voted shall be
allownd to vote unless he can read and write
his name, was next taken up,  Mr. Foster, of
Connecticut, made an elaborate speech in
favor of the amendment, giving the usual
arguments 1o favor of intelligence as a quall-
fleation 'or the exercise of the elective fran-
chise,

Mr, Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, made
an able speech in oppostion to tae amend-
ment, and in favor of the original bill. He
said that it the sulicage were qualified, as pro-
posed, there would be an inducement to keep
the negro from learning to read and write, so
65 to keep him from the ballot. Ifit was
universal, the people would be driven to the
education of the negro, to make him an intel-
ligent voter.

Mr.Wilson, of Massachusetts, also contended
that the praciical efficacy of the amendment
would be to retard the cause of education
in the District. If none but the colored men
who_could read and write were allowed to
vote, the enemies of the colored men would
gee to it that there were no opportunities
given them to learn to read and write. Lot
the suffiage be universal, and it would be an
incentive to education.

Restniction of suflrage, he sald, was an aris-
tocratic, not a democratie, idea, 1f the negroes
of Virgimia got the right to vote, Wise and
Letlcher would be found attempting to prove
that they had always been friends of the
negro.  They would make affidavits that they
are related to them ; that the same blood runs
in their veins that courses through the velns
of the black man. No doubt the Demoerats
would ~ct a great many votes from the black
men, i/ the Democrats treated them botter
than the Republicans, ana he hoped they
would.

Mr. Hendricks, of Indiana, made a speech,
the substance of which wasthat, while he would
not like a test of intellizence to be applied to
Democrats in Indiana, he would be very glad to
impose it upon the colored people of the Dis-
trict of Columbia,

Mr. Lane, of Indiana, defended the original
bill, on the great principle that ail govern-
ments derive their power from the consent of
the governed, and that the colored people
were a part of the Government, The colored
people of the District had shown themseves
loyal and intelligent; they aad furnished
more men than the white inhabitants for the
army.

Mr, Sumner, ol Massachusetts, closed lue
debate, opposing the amendment. Hesaid :—

“The example set by Cougress now was to be
iollowed by the people ot the disorganized
States. It an educational standard is set up,
it wiil be followed throughout the South. The
votes of the black loyalists are needed now.
In the District ol Columbia Congress was bo-

ginning the great work of reconsiroetion on
which the Union was to be harmonized.”

Mr. Dixon's amendment was then dafeated
by the following vote :—

Mr. Yates, who would have voted nay,
was paired with Mr. Johnson,

The bill, in full, w:ll be found In the Con-
gressional proceedings, published in another
column, Its chief feature is that it conters
the right of sufifrage upon all male persons
over twenty-one yea s of age, born or natu-
ralized in the United States, except panpers,
criminals, persons under guardianship, and
persons who may have voluntarily given aid
or comfort lo the Rebels in the late Re-
bellion. _

The ramge of this bill by the Senate marks
an era in our history. It is a return to the
first principles of republican government—a
coming back to the old foundations of true
democracy. It means that aristocracy has
had its day in our country, and that, from
this time lorward, the people, the wlole
people, and not privileged classes, are to
1ule.

A Needed Work,

Mge. Howk yesterday in‘roduced in the
Senate a resolution directing the Clerk of
that body to prepare for publication a
volume containing the colonial charters, and
the various State Constitutions cf each State
of the United States, together with all
amendments thereto at any time In force,
arranging the same in chronological order for
each Sta.e.

Every person who has had occasion to
in te the questions now agitating the
country, must have felt the want ol a work
such as is contemplated above; and we have
often wondered that some ente ing pub-
lisher had not before now occupled the fleld.

Gueving Teleguaph

An Impottant Measure.

Mun. YAaTes, of Illinois, introduced a bill yes-
terday in the Banate for the publication of the
ratification of the Constitutional amendment,
It provides that official notice of the adop-
tion of the Amendment by the States shall be
sent to the Secretary of the Senate and to
the Clerk of the Houwe of Representatives,
instead of to the Secretary of State, as here-
tofore required; and thatupon receipt by
these two officers ot official notice (rom throe-
fourths of the States that any amendment
has been adopted, the President of the Senate
and the Speaker of the House of Represen-
tatives shall forthwith cause publication of
the same o ba made in the newspapors
aulhorized by law to promulgate the laws,
with their joint certificates, that such ameand-
ment or amendments are valid to all lntents
and purposes as a part of the Constitution of
the United States.

‘I he object of this bill is to leave the detor-
mination of what are States in the Union,
capable of acting upon a Constitutional
amendment, to officors chosen by Congress,
and not to the Seeretary of State, We think
& more direct and satisfactory method of
reaching the same end would be for Congress
itself to openly declare what number of
States now constitutes the “three-fourths”
necesgary fo adopt an amendment to the Con-
stitution, aud then direct the officer or offi-
cers whom it may designate for that purpose,
on the receipt of notice from that requisite
number of States of the adoption of the
amendment, to make officlal publication
thereol. It is a matter for Congress alone to
determine, and that body should do it in an
open and direet manner,
